Document Shows Year of 19 12 to Hav e 


Been the Most Productiv e— W ilson’s 


Cabinet Career Began With a Year­ 


ly Farm Production of Four Billion 


Dollars and Closes With Ov er Nine 


and a Half Billions. 


W ashington, Dec. 7.— A fter six teen 
y ears, a record service in the cab inet, 
Secretary of A griculture W ilson sub ­ 
m itted to P re sid en t T aft the last a n ­ 
nual report he will make as 
head of 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
T he report is more tha n a 
rev iew of the past y ear’s work. 
It 
contains a summary of the agricul­ 
tural adv ance of the country during 
the secretary 's term of pub lic service. 
"The record of six teen years has 
been w ritten ,” he says. 
"It b egins 
with a 
yearly 
farm 
production 
of 
$4 ,000,000,000 and ends w ith one of 
$ 9,532,000,000. 
Six teen years ago the 
fa rm e r was a joke of the c a rica turist; 
l o w he Is like the stone tha t w as re ­ 
jected b y the b uilder and has b ecom e 
the headstone of the corner. 
“T he tillers of the soil w ere b ur­ 
dened with deb ts, b ut prosperity fol­ 
lowed 
and 
grew 
w ith 
unex am pled 
speed. 
Beginnings have b een m ade 
in a production per acre increasing 
fa s te r than the n atural in crease of 
population. 
T here has b een an uplift 
of agriculture and of 
country 
life. 
D uring the six teen years the fa rm e rs’ 
w ealth production increased 141 per 
cent. 
“ Most productive of all agricultural 
years in the country has b een 1912. 
T he prices at the farm are generally 
profitab le and will continue the pros­ 
perity that farm ers have enjoyed in 
rec en t years. 


Production of Farm Wealth. 


“T he total production of farm w ealth 
1b the highest yet reached b y $ 500,* 
000,000. 
T he gran d total for 1912 is 
estim ated to b e $ 9,532,000,000. 
This 
Is m ore than tw ice the value of the 
farm w ealth in 1896.” 
More than $ 105,000,000,000 is the 
grand total of farm w ealth production, 
the report says, during the past six ­ 
teen years, an am oun t equal to ab out 
three-quarters of the presen t national 
w ealth. 
T he m ost effective move tow ard re­ 
duced cost of living is the production 
of gre a te r crops, says the secretary, 
and this move, he declares, is due to 
the work of the d epartm en t of agri­ 
cultural colleges and ex perim ent sta ­ 
tions and to the help of the press In 
pub lishing every m ovem ent to help 
the farm ers. 
F rom a d epartm en t with 2.444 em ­ 
ployes In 1897 and an appropriation 
of $ 3.272,902 it has increased to 13,853 
em ployes at the b eginning of the pres­ 
en t fiscal year with an appropriation 
this year of alm ost $ 25.000,000. 
W herea s there a re now 52,000 re­ 
quests every 
week 
for 
d e pa rtm e n t 
pub lications, there w ere b ut 500 in 
1897; and during this period 225,000,* 
000 copies have b een distrib uted. 
In 
•oil Investigation an a rea of 623,000 
square miles, equal to tha t of Ger- 
many, France, G reat B ritain, Ireland 
and Italy, has b een covered.

of 
$4,000,090,000 and ends w ith one of 
$9,532,000,000. 
Sixteen years ago the 
farm er was a Joke of the caricaturist; 
■ow he is like the stone that was re­ 
jected by the builder and has become 
the headstone of the corner. 
"The tillers of the soil w ere bur­ 
dened with debts, but prosperity fol­ 
lowed 
and 
grew 
w ith 
unexampled 
speed. 
B eginnings have been made 
In a production per acre increasing 
faster than the natural increase of 
population. 
There has been an uplift 
of agriculture and of 
country 
life 
During the sixteen years the farm ers’ 
w ealth production increased 141 per 
cent. 
“Most productive of all agricultural 
years in the country has been 1912. 
T he prices at the farm are generally 
profitable and will continue the pros­ 
perity that farm ers have enjoyed in 
recent years. 


Production of Farm Wealth. 


"The total production of farm w ealth 
Is the highest yet reached by $500,- 
000,000. 
The grand total for 1912 is 
estim ated to be $9,532,000,000.

Is m ore than tw ice the value of the 
farm w ealth in 1896.” 
More than 
$105,000,000,000 is the 
grand total of farm w ealth production, 
the report says, during the past six­ 
teen years, an am ount equal to about 
three-quarters of the present national 
w ealth.
